The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1913, 1,048 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 170,895 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.

PATENTS. GRANTED IN BRAZIL FOR INDUSTRIAL 
INVENTIONS. 
Proof of Effective Working required Annually. 


With reference to the notice on p. 501 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th May relative to the extension until 21st October 
next of the time within which documents must be presented proving 
the actual working of industrial inventions in Brazil, H.M. Consul- 
General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. D. R. O’Sullivan Beare) now reports 
that, in accordance with the Regulation approved by the Decree of 30th 
December, 1882, persons to whom patents have been granted must, 
after a period of three years from the date of the licence, furnish proof 
annually as to the effective working of their respective inventions. 
Failing the production of such proot the licence will be regarded as 
having lapsed. (C. 5,000.) 





CROP PROSPECTS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome :— 

Preliminary forecasts give the production of wheat in Belgium as 
7,483,000 cwts. (5°4 per cent. below last year’s production), in 
Luxemburg, 350,000 cwts. (1°6 per cent. above last year), in Switzer- 
land 1,858,000 cwts. (1°2 per cent. below last year), in India 
167,653,000 cwts. (14 per cent. below last year), and in Japan 
12,769,000 cwts. (5°4 per cent. below last year). For barley, the 
forecasts are :—Italy 3,936,000 cwts. (15 per cent. below last year) 
and Russia-in-Europe 3,824,000 cwts. (14°2 per cent. above last 
year). The production of oats in Belgium is estimated at 14,208,000 
cwts. (3°7 per cent. above last year). 

On the whole, crop conditions are satisfactory, in spite of the fact 
that the cold during May had a rather unfavourable influence. In 
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Russia, crop conditions on Ist June were good or very good in most 
Governments, while less good reports come from Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, and especially Tunis. 

In the United States, the condition of the cotton crop on 25th May, 
expressed according to the Institute’s system, was estimated as 
equal to 92, against 99 at the same date last year. In Egypt the 
crops, though slightly late, are generally in good condition. 

The flax, sugar-beet, potato and tobacco crops have come on under 
less favourable conditions, due mostly to frosts. Preliminary forecasts 
give the production of linseed in India as 7,638,000 cwts (70°4 per 
cent, of last year’s production). 

Flowering of vines and olive trees has taken place under good 
conditions in France, Italy, Portugal and Tunis, while in Austria, 
Hungary and Roumania vine flowering has been damaged by frost. 





WORLD'S SILK CROP PROSPECTS FOR 1914. 
H.M. Consul at Lyons (Mr. E. R. E. Vicars) reports that, according 


to estimates published by an important firm of silk merchants at 
Lyons, it is expected that, in spite of the cold weather, this year’s silk 
crop in France and Italy will be lar ger than that of 1913, which was 
poor in both countries. Owing to cold and bad weather the 
Hungarian crop is expected to be considerably below the average, for 
the third year in succession. A shortage is also anticipated in Spain. 

As regards Syria, the silk crop is expected to be poor in the plains 
but normal elsewhere, whilst at Broussa it is expected to be better 
than last year’s, which was much below the average. 

At Canton the crop is estimated at less than last year’s, but at 
Shanghai the exports will probably be about the same as in 1913. 


The first crop in Japan is expected to be slightly larger than in 1913. 
(C. 5,274.)

Turkey-in-Asia (Jerusalem).—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Jerusalem (Mr. P. J. C. McGregor) on the 
trade of that district in 1913, which will shortly be issued :— 


it is satisfactory to report that, considering the vigorous com- 
petition of other countries, British trade is still flourishing and 
continues to take the lead. There is, however, a marked tendency 
on the part of United Kingdom manufacturers to do business in 
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Jerusalem through distributing agents at Beirut, and it is conceivable 
that, from a business point of view, this system has the advantage of 
limiting risks and simplifying transactions by dealing directly with 
fewer firms, especially as Jerusalem is not a commercial centre and its 
position does not encourage manufacturers to deal direct. ‘That German 
and Austro-Hungarian manufacturers adopt a different attitude is 
shown by the constant visits of their commercial travellers, which 
greatly lessen the difficulties experienced by smail merchants in giving 
their orders; by their readiness to meet the wishes of merchants as 
regards the style and make-up of goods; and by the grant of long 
credits, three, four and sometimes six months, a matter which is of 
great consideration to the majority of the local shopkeepers, whose 
capital is very limited. The banking firms which are generally 
approached for information as to the financial standing and reputation 
of dealers are the Anglo-Palestine Company, Limited, the Deutsche 
Palistina Bank, the Imperial Ottoman Bank and the Crédit Lyonnais, 
all of which have offices in London, and are prepared to reply to such 
enquiries. 

The wants of the population of Jerusalem are very limited and easily 
satisfied, the luxuries of life being quite unknown either to its native 
or Jewish sections. [or this reason only cheap and showy articles 
find a ready sale, the question of durability being a very secondary 
consideration. This fact should be borne in mind by United Kingdom 
manufacturers if they desire to keep the lead in supplying the 
Jerusalem market. ‘The best means to attain this end would be the 
frequent visits of commercial travellers, who should study the 
economic condition of the city and bring samples of such goods as 
would meet the requirements of the population. It should be remem- 
bered that the majority of the local merchants, being Jews, are not 
familiar with the English language and naturally address themselves 
to German and Austro-Hungarian firms, with whom correspondence 
is easier. 

Among the articles imported from foreign countries, in which 
United Kingdom manufacturers might find an opening, are :—Ready- 
made clothes of a cheap quality, cheap underclothing and hosiery, cloth, 
ladies’ dress materials, cutlery, boot and shoe polishes, notepaper, iron- 
mongery, porcelain and crockery, and enamelled ironware.

HIDES AND LEATHER. 


United States of America.—H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. 
H. D. Nugent) reports that, according to “Dun’s Review,” the 
situation in raw hides is rather unsettled, but taken on the ‘whole 
the market maintains a very firm position, particularly in the 
case of domestic stock. ‘Tanners have been working under curtail- 
ment for a long period, but this has not influenced hide prices to any 
appreciable extent, although it has doubtless prevented values from 
reaching a much higher level than they occupy at present, as the 
shortage in the domestic take-off and foreign importations still 
continue. The slaughter of cattle at the eleven principal western 
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packing points is still decreasing, and up to 23rd May the official 
figures of the kill were 1,857,500 head, as compared with 2,085,100 
head for the same period of 1913, or a falling off of over 10 per 
cent. The latest official statistics of imports of hides also show 
quite a decrease as compared with last year. For the seven months 
ended March 31st last, the importations of all kinds of cattle hides 
(including dry East India buffalo hides) amounted to 203,290,134 lbs. 
as compared with 233,547,665 lbs. during the corresponding period 
of 1913, a decrease of almost 13 per cent. 

The decrease in imports of hides is due in part to the diminished 
requirements of American tanners, and also to the fact that the 
lessened kill of cattle does not seem to be confined to the United 


States alone, but exists in other parts of the world as well. 
(C. 5,252.)

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Germany.— According to the “ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 23rd June, 
the present position of the leather industry in Germany is, generally 
speaking, more favourable. The present needs of leather consumers 
are sufficiently large to enable sellers to dispose of new supplies fairly 
quickly. Prices are also being firmly maintained. Leather manu- 
facturers have at last been successful in raising the prices of leather 
so as to bring them more into keeping with those of the finished 
product. The large auction sales recently held seem to have 
levelled up prices of the different varieties of hides. Several leather 
works are limiting their output and so a shortage in the leather 
supply may be expected in the autumn. Leather consumers are 
therefore advised, as far as is possible, to cover their autumn needs 
early.

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IRON AND STEEL. 


Russia (Poland).—The ‘“ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 23rd June 
states that the Polish iron market still continues firm. The Polish 
works, which belong to the ‘“ Prodameta” selling syndicate, are 
complaining that their position is more difficult than that of the 
South Russian works, as the ore pits in South Russia belong for the 
most part to the iron foundries there, which naturally retain supplies 
for their own use and export very little. This greatly incon- 
veniences the Polish works, who cannot well dispense with South 
Russian ore, as with the limonite and clay ironstone at their disposal 
they would not be able to blast all the different varieties of pig-iron, 
especially those poor in phosphorus. Practically the whole of 
Poland’s pig-iron production is easily disposed of, and so prices can 
be firmly maintained. It is stated that the various works have 
already sufficient orders to ensure that they will be busily employed 
for the next six or eight months, and some even longer than that. 
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MACHINERY. 


Germany.— According to the ‘‘ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 19th 
June, Germany’s exports of machinery were not unfavourable 
during May. Although the total export figures were better, the 
increases were very unequally distributed among the various items ; 
for example, the export figures of electro-technical products showed a 
considerable increase whilst those of machinery proper showed only a 
very slight increase. ‘The exports of motor cars and accessories 
remained about the same. ‘The total exports of the machine industry 
during the first five months of the current year have been slightly 
better than during the corresponding months of 1913. The exports of 
machinery proper for this period have decreased, the reason for this 
being accounted for chiefly by the decreased demand abroad, whilst 
another reason may be attributed to the fact that the export 
organisation of Germany has not grown correspondingly with present 
day requirements. CX. 5,040.) 
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TEXTILES. 


Belgium.—The “ Birsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 25th June states 
that buyers of wool and tops are still showing reserve in their 
purchases; on the other hand, there has been a regular sale in noils 
and waste at unchanged prices. No larger contracts have been made 
in the yarn market, whilst weavers complain of the lack of large 
export orders. In the cotton industry trade still continues to be 
quiet, although prices of yarns and piece goods have hardly altered. 
Linen yarn spinners and linen weavers are daily booking large orders 
at increasing prices. ‘Trade in the jute industry is unaltered. 


i 
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Germany (Gera District).—H.M. Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. 
Turner) reports that, according to the local press, large orders have 
recently been received in the Gera district from abroad, so that pros- 
pects for the next winter season are good. Considerable orders for 
crépes have been received from America, and the heavier qualities of 
‘rips ” have been well ordered, whilst ‘ ondulés,” especially in mohair 
and half-silk, and “‘ gabardines” are in good demand. Good orders 
have been received from Italy for the above-mentioned materials, and 
there has also been a demand for the cheap quality goods, whilst in 
medium priced goods scarcely any business is being done. The 
Balkan States have also sent good orders, the preference being for 
goods with a shiny surface, such as real and artificial silks and 
mohairs. Trade with the Balkans is still, however, somewhat risky. 

Repeat orders are reported from other European countries, the 


largest being from Switzerland, the Netherlands and Denmark.

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WINDOW-GLASS. 


Belgium.— According to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 24th June, 
there has lately been no improvement in the position of the Belgian 
window-glass industry, although it cannot be said that a further 
decline has taken place. At present 15 furnaces are idle, and only 
17 are working. The exports of Belgian window-glass during May 
were somewhat better, and for the first time this year the monthly 
figures showed an increase over those for the corresponding month of 
1913. This is accounted for by the increased buying activity in 
the United Kingdom, Canada, China, Turkey and Russia. ‘The total 
exports of window-glass from Belgium for the first five months of 
1914 amounted to 80,240,000 kilogs., against 85,278,000 kilogs. 
and 90,334,000 kilogs. for the corresponding periods of 1913 and 
1912 respectively.

IMPORTS OF FOODSTUFFS INTO THE UNITED STATES. 
Effect of the New Tariff. 


H.M. Embassy at Washington reports that, from an analysis of 
the foreign trade of the United States during the first six months of 
the new ‘Tariff, it appears that the importation of foodstuffs for the half- 
year ended March, 1914, shows an increase in value of £6,000,000 
over the corresponding period of the previous year, or an average 
increase of £1,000,000 a month. The value of crude foodstuffs 
exported during this period fell from £23,000,000 to £11,000,000, 
and of prepared foodstuffs from £36,000,000 to £32,000,000. 

The articles of food showing the chief increases in importation 
during the period six months ended March, 1914, are fresh beef, 
cattle, corn, wheat, rice. macaroni, fruits, molasses and edible oils. 
The importations show 550,000 head of cattle, or double the number 
imported in the corresponding period of the previous year; 
53,000,000 Ibs. of beef and veal, or 50 times as much as a year 
ago; 9,000,000 bushels of corn, or 30 times as much as last 
year; 140,000,000 Ibs. of rice and rice corn, or half as much again as 
last year, and 66,000,000 Ibs. of macaroni, vermicelli, &c., compared 
with 53,000,000 lbs. last year. The importation of cane sugar on 
the other hand is said to have fallen from 1,809,000,000 Ibs. to 
1,650,000,000 Ibs., and of beet sugar from 182,000,000 lbs. to 
1,250,000 lbs. These figures, which seem remarkable at first sight, 
have been corroborated by enquiries at the Department of Commerce. 

The following table shows how the balance of trade in foodstuffs in 
the United States has shifted from the export to the import side 
during the last 15 years :—

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At the same time there has been a gradual decline in the cost of 
living since last December, prices being lower on Ist May last than 
at any time since Ist July, 1911. It is doubtful, however, if this 
slight reduction in the cost of living will survive the present business 
depression. 

In considering the enormous increase in the importation of food 
products it is interesting to note that live oxen, beef, pork, milk, 
eggs, ham, bacon, barrelled beef and pork, hides, leather, and rice 
are nevertheless higher in price. On the other ‘hand, cereals, live 
sheep, mutton, butter, and cheese have declined in price.

COMMERCIAL SITUATION IN JAPAN IN 1913. 


The following information is —_ the report by H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. Crowe, C.M.G.) on the trade of 
Japan in 1913, which will tek “a issued :— 

The year 1913 affords an excellent example of the danger of deriving 
conclusions from statistics alone. The statistics show that there was 
an advance in the value of the imports of £11,274,018, or 17 per cent., 
and in the value of the exports of £10,767,583, or 20 per cent, making 
a total gain of over 18 per cent. Coming after the advance in 1912 
of about 20 per cent. over the 1911 figures, this would make one 
inclined to think that this steady progress represented a very healthy 
state of affairs, and yet it is probably no exaggeration to say that 
merchants in general, especially foreign importing firms, will remem- 
ber 1913 as one of the worst years in their experience. 

Briefly the position may be summarised as follows :—In itself 1912 
was not a particularly good year, but it was thought that when the 

nation had recovered from the great sorrow which had been thrown 
over it by the demise of His late Majesty, now known as the Emperor 
Meiji, there would be a recovery in business circles, and some degree 
of animation would be experienced. At the beginning of the year, 
however, political troubles arose, which caused the fall of the Katsura 
Cabinet and brought about the advent of the Yamamoto Ministry, 
which was pledged to even greater economy and retrenchment than 
its predecessor. Economy, much needed as it undoubtedly was, has 
necessitated the curtailment or postponement of many public works, 
and has, therefore, caused a less demand for materials and for labour. 
At the same time the large reduction in the staffs of most Government 
offices threw a great many people out of employment, and brought 
about a fall in the demand for luxuries, and particularly for articles of 
foreign clothing, as these men were mostly of the class that have 
adopted European fashions. Coupled w ith this were such other 
extraneous causes as the second revolution in China and the rebellion 
in Mexico, while the famine in the north of Japan also helped to 
diminish the purchasing power of the people. Moreover, there was 
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a general feeling of apathy in promoting circles, and the number of 
new concerns projected shows a very great falling-off compared with 
preceding years, there being a reduction of about 30 per cent. com- 
pared with 1912, and even more with the boom years. Naturally 
this depression was reflected in the paucity of new orders which were 
placed during the year. But even though people would neither buy 
nor place orders, the goods contracted for earlier in the year, when an 
optimistic tone prevailed, continued to pour in, and, as home prices 
were dropping, there was nothing for importers to do but to part with 
their goods at a sacrifice, or to make up their minds to store them in 
the hope that things w ould i improve. ‘The big figures for imports are 
the result of large speculative purchases of raw materials, such as 
cotton, sugar, rice, fertilisers and metals, and probably not many of 
those who handled these goods were able to make satisfactory profits. 

The export side shows a brighter picture. The business in raw 
silk was never more prosperous, and but for one merchant, who 
persistently beared the market, the total value would have reached 
very high figures. In other lines of exports, too, there was consider- 
able improvement, but manufacturers were hampered by the high 
price of coal, which, although good for the coal mine owners, very 
much reduced the profits of the manufacturers. Trade with China 
recovered, and this means a great deal to the big manufacturing 
centre of Osaka. 

The price of rice, too, has fallen considerably, and as rice is such 
an important factor in estimating the cost of living of the average 
Japanese, there ought to be a gradual recovery in trade. Un- 
fortunately the occurrence of what is known by the comprehensive 
term of the ‘“ Naval scandal” has upset business circles to a very 
great extent, and has undermined all confidence. 

The Coronation was looked forward to as a feature which might 
dispel the gloom and bring back some degree of prosperity, but 
the sad demise of Her Majesty the Empress Dowager, which has 
once more plunged the nation into mourning and necessitated the 
postponement of the Coronation, has made the gloom even darker, 
and it is only the hopes concentrated in the new Okuma Ministry 
which makes traders trust that brighter days are in store. Pessimism 
is prevalent, but on the whole such depths of it as exist are not 
entirely justified. 

One frequently hears it said that business in Japan is played out, 
and that the “ good old days,” when it was possible in a few years to 
make enough money on which to retire, have gone, never to return. 
It is true that this complaint is more often to be heard on the lips of 
foreign merchants than from native traders, but, nevertheless, a 
general idea prevails that business is neither as good nor as easy 
as it was formerly. 

The truth of the matter is, of course, that competition has increased, 
and a large proportion of the business has found its way into the 
hands of direct traders. Transactions have consequently to be put 
through with a smaller margin of profit, or on a smaller commission, 
even though working expenses and salaries have grown, and, more- 
over, longer credits must be given. In the staple commodities, 
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which bulk so largely in the nation’s import trade, and in which 
speculation is most rife, the net return for the conservative trader 
is hardly worth the risks run, so that foreign firms are gradually 
dropping out of this kind of business, and are turning their attention 
more to those special lines where expert knowledge is necessary. 
[t is to be understood, of course, that these remarks apply only to 
imports, the position with regard to exports being on a somewhat 
different footing. 

That the volume of business has grown largely is not disputed by 
anyone, but there is an impression that a great many classes of 
imports have been killed by the competition of the domestic mills. 
In order to see what degree of correctness there might be in 
this prevailing idea, H.M. Commercial Attaché carefully examined 
the customs returns of previous years to discover the items in 
which a decrease has occurred. Jn a comparison of this sort so 
much depends on the years chosen that pains were taken to select 
the most representative periods possible, namely, the average of the 
three years 1898-1900, which include the year 1898, when the 
import trade took a big leap forward, and the year 1899, in which 
Japan’s old extra-territorial treaties lapsed. For the second period 
the average of the three years 1908-10 was chosen, as this group 1s 
not only convenient as coming 10 years after the first group, but it 
also represents the period prior to the coming into force of the new 
tariff in 1911. 

On comparing these periods with 1913 it was found that, out of 470 
items which appear in the import returns for the first period (1898- 
1900), there are only 38 in which there has been a falling-off, and in 
several of these the decline has not been very striking. 

The item which stands out the most prominently is refined sugar. 
The reasons for this decrease are obvious. Japan started a sugar 
refining industry on a large scale and hoped, with her high tariff 
and with the raw sugar which she proposed to grow in Formosa, to 
be in a position to remove sugar, both raw and refined, completely 
off the import list. Owing, however, to the typhoons to which Formosa 
is subject, her aspirations with regard to raw sugar have not been 
fulfilled, and enormous quantities have had to be imported from Java ; 
but as regards refined sugar, not only are imports practically dead, 
but a large export trade has been developed. 

The next most important class is that of yarns and textiles. The 
importation of cotton yarns, with the exception of a few special 
counts, has been killed by the native mills, which have grown to 
such an extent that the value of their exports is now no less than 
£7,200,000, or ten times the amount of the imports in the period 
selected for comparison. As a set-off against this, the trade in 
worsted yarns has developed enormously. In cotton piece-goods, as 
is only natural in view of the great advance in the domestic industry, 
there has been a big falling-off in the imports of grey shirtings, 
prints, flannels and Turkey-reds, and it is unlikely that this trade 
can ever be recovered. In woollen piece-goods there has also been a 
diminution, more particularly in the case of mousselines and Italian 
cloths. Against these losses, however, there are gains to be set, and 
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a comprehensive glance at the textile group shows that when all 
yarns and textiles are added together there has been no decrease at 
all, while, of course, in the importation of the raw materials of the 
textile industry there has been an enormous increase. ‘The following 
table brings this out very clearly :—

Of the other items, the imports of which show a decline since 
1898-1900, there is none of great importance. Leaf tobacco has 
fallen off considerably, but as that trade is now connected with 
the tobacco monopoly, it stands in a class by itself. In alcohol 
the decline is large, but this is only to be expected as the necessary 
consequence of the development in the sugar industry. A few drugs 
and chemicals have lost ground, as, for instance, acetic acid, which 
has dropped £7,000, but as acetate of calcium, which is used in its 
manufacture, has gained £6,000, the loss is considerably minimised. 
Alum, too, has dropped out altogether, but when it is remembered 
that the total for drugs and chemicals was £750,000 in 1898-1900 
and was £1,500,000 for the corresponding articles in 1913, it will be 
seen that the few trifling losses have easily been counterbalanced by 
greater gains. In wheat flour the total has fallen from £250,000 to 
£182,000, but in the meantime the imports of wheat bave grown 
from £31,000 to £1,260,000. Iron nails, cement, belting and cellu- 
loid will probably all soon vanish from the import returns, as the 
production of these articles, especially of the first three, has attained 
considerable development in Japan. ‘lhe home production of electric 
cables and electric lamps has made such strides that the import trade 
has been reduced to small dimensions. 

It is surprising to note that, in the case of many other industries 
which are now firmly established in Japan and which enjoy the 
protection of the tariff, the imports of 1913 were larger than they 
were some 15 years ago. Such are glass, soap, leather, paper, 
stationary, dynamite, clothing and hats, cycles and machinery. In 
many of these articles Japan’s production is considerable, so much so 
that she is enabled to export large amounts to China and India, but 
the fact remains that, side by side with the growth of production in 
Japan, there has also been a growth in the demand for superior goods, 
and so it would appear that, in spite of the increase in Japan’s 
industries and in spite of her advancing tariff, the importation of 
goods other than mere raw materials is bound to continue, and that, 
consequently, for the foreign merchants with brains, energy and 
capital the opportunities for profitable business will be no less than 


in the so-called “ good old days.” 
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BERTH CONTRACTS AT SULINA. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Sulina (Mr. A. A. Adams) on the trade of that district in 
1913, which will shortly be issued :— 

The form of berth contract in use—‘‘The Chamber of Shipping 
Sulina and Kustendje Berth Contract ’—has led to many disputes 
regarding the proper interpretation of the clause relating to holidays. 
This clause states that Sundays and non-working holidays are to be 
excepted from the count of lay days, and it is in nearly all cases the 
desire of the shipper or charterer that all holidays recognised as such 
in the country of Roumania should be admitted by the ship to be 
‘non-working holidays ” as excepted under Clause 4. The authority 
of the port of Sulina is, however, the European Commission of the 
Danube, and this body does not recognise any holidays at all in the 
port of Sulina. 

Many British shipmasters have appealed to the British Vice-Consul 
at Sulina for aid in the determination of this question during the 
past year, and the Vice-Consul has been guided 1 in his advice, in so far 
as 1s possible, by the actual state of affairs in the port. When the 
majority of the steamers lying there have been working, although the 
day was a religious holiday, this fact has been formally certified 
by the captain of the port, and the advice has been given that 
such a day was not a non-working holiday as conceived by the 
terms of the berth contract. This proceeding has not met with full 
approval by the agents and shippers of the port, though several firms 
of the best standing have taken the trouble to call at the Vice-Con- 
sulate and state their appreciation of the efforts made to give a 
clearer and more trustworthy interpretation to this clause. 

In connection with this question it may be noted that, in an ar- 
bitration case which arose upon the point of the payment of despatch 
money by a British ship for the day of Good Friday (old style), the 
circumstances were such that the umpire ruled that this day was a 
working day in the port of Sulina in 1913. 

The usual stipulation in winter time in charter parties and berth 
contracts which embodies the guarantee of the charterer that the 
cargo shall be ready in lighters at Sulina upon the arrival of the 
steamer has also caused some misunder standing. According to 
Article 12 of the regulations of the European Commission of the 
Danube, the port of Sulina extends to a distance of three miles up the 
river, but in case of over-crowding the limits of the port are to extend 
over all the lighters lying in the river above the port and beyond 
the last of such lighters. This definition seems not to make it quite 
clear, however, whether the extension is of such a nature as should be 
recognised in agreementgy relating to sea-going craft, or is merely 


an expression of the rule that the authority of the captain of 


the port is to extend over all river craft lying above the port 
with cargoes destined to be loaded into steamers in the port of 
Sulina. In one case which arose there was a lighter with cargo 
lying above the third mile, and the master of the steamer for which 
the cargo was destined conceived that this lighter was not at Sulina 
in accordance with the terms of the charterer’s guarantee. In this 
case the master paid for the freeing of the lighter from ice under 
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protest, and the point has not yet been settled. A definite stipulation 
of the distance up-river at which a lighter would be deemed to comply 
with this guarantee would seem advisable. Many lighters were 
lying above the fourth mile during this winter, and there is in such 
cases some considerable delay in getting them alongside the steamer 
as the channel is not always free at this distance from the port. 
When the channel has been freed from ice, and is kept free through 
the efforts of the Danube Commission, there is little delay in bringing 
lighters alongside, but the primary condition of the cutting out of 
lighters is the maintenance of the central channel in comparative 
freedom from ice as far as the place where they are lying, and when 
this is above the fourth and fifth miles this condition is not always 
fulfilled. 

Where the disadvantages attached to some natural phenomenon 
have to be faced by one of the parties to a contract it would seem to 
make little real difference to the course of trade which of the parties 
bears the burden, but it should be clearly understood upon whose 
shoulders the burden j is to fall. In this case, should it be allotted to 
the shipowner, he would presumably reimburse himself for the risk 
of delay by demanding a slight increase of freight. Should the 
charterer take the risk then the freight rate would be placed at a 
slightly lower level than would otherwise be the case. 

It would, however, appear advisable that the contracts of charter 
should clearly stipulate under what conditions the steamer is to pay 
the cost of freeing lighters from ice, or, on the other hand, that 
charterers take upon themselves the burden of bringing the lighters 
with cargo alongside the ship. As the charterers are local people, 
and have their offices or permanent agents at Sulina, perhaps the 
latter course would be that more generally acceptable. 

A certain amount of ambiguity seems to be inseparable from all 
contracts which are used to apply to the varying conditions of the 
Danube grain trade, but there would not appear to be adequate reason 
for the retention of some of the clauses generally in use, and ship- 
owners should study them carefully before signing such contracts. 

The experiences of one or two British shipowners during the 
year seem to warrant the repetition of the warning with regard 
to the advisability of enquiry being made as to charterers’ stand- 
ing before accepting them as principals. The changes in the 
rates of freight from the Danube to the principal ports of desti- 
nation take place so quickly and are of such magnitude that small 
firms are often tempted to engage in commitments far beyond their 
power to complete successfully should the market not move in their 
favour. ‘The necessary speculative proportion of the Danube trade 
forms the major part of the total number of charters entered into. 
This is due to the peculiar conditions of the trade. There is, however, 
no need for British owners to encourage such speculative conditions. 
The acceptance of freights from small or financially unstable firms 
could be avoided by more careful methods of business on the part of 


the;shipowner. 
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PROPOSED CUSTOMS CHANGES. 
UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


With reference to Notices which have appeared in various issues of 
, the “ Board of Trade Journal ”* relative to the 
Customs Tariff . . 5 
Bill proposed amendment of the Customs Tariff for 
the Union of South Africa under certain Tariff 
Resolutions, the Board of Trade have now received, through the 
Colonial Office, copy of the full text of the Bill to provide for the 
imposition of Customs duties upon goods imported into the Union 
and for the licensing of Customs warehouses, and to empower the 
Governor-General to enter into agreements relating to Customs with 
the Governments of any Territory, State or Protectorate in South 
Africa. 

The rates of duty provided for in the Bill are, for the most part, 
the same as those already notified in the above-mentioned issues of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal,” but there are certain amendments in 
the Schedule of Rates, the principal of which are as follows :—

The definition of ‘‘adulterated or loaded leather” given in the general 


' notes has been revised, and now reads as 
Revised , 
follows: 


Definition for “ * Adulterated or loaded leather’ shall mean 
Adulterated or — mye 7 yes . i eal 
Loaded Leather, 2 1er (other than chrome and other mineral an 
combination leathers) that contains more than 
3 per cent. of mineral ash, or more than 2 per cent. of glucoses and 
dextrinoids, or any organic matters, other than pure tannins, fats, oils, 
wax and stearine, that are essential to the manufacture of leather. 
Chrome and other mineral and combination leathers shall not, 
however, have added thereto, or be loaded with, barium, lead or tin 
compounds, or magnesium sulphate, or sodium sulphate.” 


The Bill also amends the provisions prescribed in the Resolutions 
regarding (1) the definition of value on ad valorem goods, and (2) the 
dumping and countervailing duties—the full text of which now read 
as follows :— 
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UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA — continued, 

For the purpose of estimating the amount of customs duty whenever 
levied on goods ad valorem and for the purpose of 
the declarations and oaths which may at any time 
be required by law or regulation in relation to the 
question of such duty the value for purposes of duty, of those goods 
shall be taken to be the true current value for home consumption in 
the open market of similar goods in the principal markets of the 
country from which and at the time at which, the goods were imported, 
including carriage to the port of shipment and the cost of packing and 
packages, but not including agents’ commission when such com- 
mission does not exceed five per cent. : Provided that in no case shall 
the value for purposes of duty, as in this section defined, be less than 
the cost of the goods to the importer at the port of shipment. 








Valuation of 
ad valorem Goods. 


Anything to the contrary notwithstanding in this Act contained, the 
following provisions shall be in force in respect of 
the charging, levying, collection and payment of 
customs duty :— 

(1) In the case of goods imported into the 
Union of a class or kind made or produced in the Union, if 
the export or actual selling price to an importer in the Union 
be less than the true current value (as defined in this Act) 
of the same goods when sold for home consumption in the 
usual and ordinary course in the country from which they 
were exported to the Union at the time of their exportation 
thereto, there may, in addition to the duties otherwise pre- 
scribed, be charged, levied, collected and paid on those goods 
on importation into the Union a special customs duty (or 
dumping duty) equal to the difference between the said 
selling price of the goods for export and the true current 
value thereof for home consumption as defined in this Act: 
Provided that the special customs duty (or dumping duty) 
shall not in any case exceed fifteen per cent. ad valorem. 

(2) When a bounty is granted in the country of origin on any 
goods, of a class or kind made or produced in the Union an 
additional customs duty equal to the amount of such bounty 
may be charged, levied, and collected upon the importation 
of those goods into the Union. 

(3) The goods in respect of which there may be charged, levied 
and collected any special (or dumping) customs duty under 
sub-section (1) or any additional customs duty under sub- 
section (2) shall be from time to time determined by the 
Governor-General and notified by him by proclamation in 
the Gazetie, together with the date as from which such his 
determination shall take effect: Provided that such date 
shall not be less than six weeks after the publication of the 
proclamation. 

The Bill further provides for rebates in respect of goods manu- 
factured, Kc. in the United Kingdom and other reciprocating British 
Possessions, and of goods for the use of the Governor-General

DOMINION OF CANADA.: YUKON TERRITORY. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of an Ordinance (No. 8 of 
1914) which was assented to by the Commissioner 
of the Yukon Territory on the 30th March last, 
and which provides for the regulation of the ex- 
portation of foxes from the Yukon Territory. 
Under this Ordinance, it is provided that no person, corporation, 
railway company, express company or other common carrier shall, at 
any time or in any manner, export, or cause to be exported, or car ried 
or have in his possession for the purpose of exporting or carrying out 
of the limits of the Territory, any live fox not born in captivity, or 
any other live fox which has not been in captivity for a period of at 
least two years, but no live foxes of any kind shall be exported from the 
Territory except under permit from the Commissioner or some person 
at Whitehorse appointed by the Commissioner for that purpose. 
Before any permit for exporting any live fox is granted there shall 
be filed with the person issuing such permit a statutory declaration 
by the owner thereof or his agent that such fox has either been born 
in captivity or has been in captivity for at least two years. Such 
deciaration is to specify the kind and colour of each fox to be exported. 
The fee for each permit issued shall be 5 dollars. 
No person may hunt &c. any fox under one year of age between 
the 1st April and the Ist June.

1. The British Commissioners of Customs and Excise have fur- 
nished the American Embassy at London with the following 


definitions :— 
(a) Plain British spirits. 
Section 3 of the Spirits Act, 1880, enacts that 

‘‘ Spirits ’ means spirits of any description and includes all liquors mixed with 
spirits, and all mixtures, compounds, or preparations made with spirits. 

“ British spirits ’’ means spirits liable to a duty of excise. 

‘Plain spirits’ means any British spirits (except low wines and feints) which 
have not had any flavour communicated thereto or ingredient or material mixed 
therewith. 

Note.—Low wines and feints are impure spirits, the product of distillation 
which never leaves the distillery in such state. 

(2) Spirits in the nature of spirits of wine. 
Section 3 of the Spirits Act, 1880, enacts that— 

“Spirits of wine” means rectified spirits of the strength of not less than 43° 
above proof. 

Note.—There is no specific definition of “spirits in the nature of spirits of 
wine,’ but in practice the words are interpreted as identical with the words 
‘‘ spirits of wine,” as above defined. 

(c) British compounded spirits. 
Section 3 of the Spirits Act, 1880, enacts that— 

“ British compounds” means spirits redistilled or which have had any flavour 

communicated thereto or ingredient or material mixed therewith. 


2. The Bureau of Standards, Department of Commerce, has 
advised the department that 1 British gallon of British proof spirit 
(ascertained always with Sykes’ hydrometer) is equal to 1:2009 United 
States gallons of spirit, 114°4 per cent. United States proof, or 1374 
United States proof gallons. 

Additional duties to be collected. 


3. Collectors of Customs shall collect on the following-named 
articles, when imported directly or indirectly from the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, additional duties under paragraph 


* This paragraph provides as follows: 

E. That whenever any country, dependency, colony, province, or other 
political subdivision of government shall pay or bestow, directly or indirectly, any 
bounty or grant upon the exportation of any article or merchandise from such 
country, dependency, colony, province, or other political subdivision of govern- 
ment, and such article or merchandise is dutiable under the provisions of this 
Act, then upon the importation of any such article or merchandise into the United 
States, whether the same shall be imported directly from the country of produc- 
tion or otherwise, and whether such article or merchandise is imported in the 
same condition as when exported from the country of production or has been 
changed in condition by remanufacture or otherwise, there shall be levied and 
paid, in all such cases, in addition to the duties otherwise imposed by this Act, an 
additional duty equal to the net amount of such bounty or grant, however the 
same be paid or bestowed. The net amount of all such bounties or grants shall 
be from time to time ascertained, determined, and declared by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who shall make all needful regulations for the identification of such 
articles and merchandise and for the assessment and collection of such additional 
duties.

H.M. Minister at Sofia reports that an arrangement has been arrived 
at between the Governments of Bulgaria and 
Austria-Hungary with the object of assuring 
direct communication between the two countries. 
In future, one of the vessels of the Danube Steam- 
ship Company will await the arrival of certain trains at Orsova, and 
take passengers and goods to Lom Palanka, in Bulgaria, where 
another train will be waiting to convey them to their destinations. 
This new route is of commercial importance only and cannot compete 
with the existing line so far as passenger traffic is concerned. 

A further agreement provides for the erection of wireless stations 
at Buda-Pesth and Sofia, which will enable the two countries to keep 
up independent telegraphic communication.

In the early spring of 1913 a survey from Chefoo to Weilisien, 
vid Hwanghsien and Laichow Fu, was made by Chinese engineers, and 
a plan was drawn up and submitted to the Board of Communications 
at Peking. The report was received sympathetically, but there the 
matter seems to have rested. A local memorial urging the necessity 
of the scheme was forwarded by the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
to the Peking authorities last April, and this has been supported by 
a memorial from the foreign residents addressed to the diplomatic 
body. ‘The cost of the line, which would be about 200 miles in length, 
is estimated roughly at 8,000,000 dols.

‘British Consul at Dairen (Mr. R. Boulter) reports 

that the proposed agreement between the Association and the Railway 

Bureau for a special rebate of freight has been abandoned owing to 
the intervention of the Japanese Government. 

The proposed reduction of freight rates on certain classes of goods 
over the Antung-Mukden section of the South Manchurian Railway 
came into force on Ist May, and the through rates from Japan to 
Mukden were changed simultaneously. The through rate for cotton 
goods is now said to be 1 sen (about 4d.) per ton per mile irrespective of 
whether the consignor is a member of the Association or not. The 
Association has thus lost the preferential basis on which it was 
founded, but it is said to have the intention of continuing the work 
of encouraging the export of Japanese cotton goods to Manchuria. 

The South Manchurian Railway Company steadily opposed the 
proposed reduction of freight rates on the Antung-Mukden section of 
its line ; finding opposition of no avail, it asked that similar reductions 
should be made on the Dairen-Mukden = Yingkow section of the 
line, which request was refused by the Japanese Railway Bureau. 
The South Manchurian Railway Company is not allowed to make any 
changes in the rates for goods arriving at, or despatched from, Dairen 
or Yingkow without the consent of the Railway Bureau, but it may 
make changes in the local rates after reporting the alterations to the 
Kwantung “Government. The company, accordingly, decided to 
grant, from 11th May, a special discount on the rates for goods 
carried over the Dairen and Yingkow lines equivalent to the 
reductions made on the Antung-Mukden line and applying only to 
the same classes of goods. 

It is evident that there is a conflict of views between the South 
Manchurian Railway Company and the Corean Government. The 
former, supported by the Japanese merchants in Dairen, is anxious 
that Dairen should continue to be the centre of Japanese activity in 
Manchuria and Mongolia, while the latter is trying to transfer this 
centre to Mukden. Should the Corean Government accomplish its 
object, the money spent on harbour and other developments at Dairen 
would be partly wasted, and the Japanese merchants there would 
suffer heavily. On the other hand the increased quantity of goods 
attracted to the overland route from Japan would, of course, add to 
the revenue of Corea. 

Writing under date of 14th May, the Acting Consul stated 
that particulars of the through rates from Japan had not then been 
published in Dairen, but that from a table published in the local 
press it would appear that the Japanese and Corean railways have 
taken advantage of the reductions over the Antung-Mukden line to 
raise their charges over the other sections of the route.

Hitherto, each export firm has had its own 
house-marks for different grades, and the exporters claim that this 
system has proved entirely satisfactory to buyers, and that Govern- 
ment classification, requiring each bale to contain one grade and one 
grade only, would be prejudicial to the industry, as many purchasers 
would thus be obliged to pay for a classification which to them would 
be of no value, and as a result would be led to adopt the use of other 
fibres. The Government experts, on the other hand, contend 
that the house-marks are not reliable, and that buyers who are 
dissatisfied with the present system would be glad to be assured by 
Government certificate of the grade of the entire contents of each 
bale ; further, that if they wanted a mixture, they could buy one bale 
of one class and one of another, as they wished. 


The chief market for kapok, the value of the exports of which 

amounted to £4,693 in 1918 as compared with 
Kapok Industry. £1,457 in 1912,is Amsterdam, which is a distribu- 

ting centre for most of the Kuropean countries 
using the product, the higher grades being mostly in demand there. 
Australasia and the United States, which come next to the 
een as buyers of kapok, use chiefly the medium and lower 

crades. 

The most recent employment of kapok is for textile purposes. 
Ordinary cotton spinning machinery is said to be suitable and fine 
quality yarn of a very soft and silky character, is said to have 
been produced from kapok floss, but the matter is still in the 
experimental stage. 

The seed of the kapok tree, of which as yet but small quantities 
are exported from the Philippine Islands, is largely used in the 
manufacture of soap, its oil content being about as high as that of 
cotton seed. ‘l‘he cultivation of this tree, to which attention is now

being widely drawn, should greatly increase in the Philippine Islands 
in the near future, as it can be done very profitably. and with 
comparatively little expense and trouble, while at present large 
quantities of the product are entirely neglected and annually allowed 
to rot in the fields. ‘There is no reason why the Philippine Islands 
should not rival the large production of this article in Java, which 
in 1912 exported over 10,000 tons of the floss, and nearly 20,000 tons 
of seed.

pays them better than the old system of sale by number. ‘The 
Concarneau men are suffering heavily from a financial point of view, 
whereas those canners who have closed their factories are being 
indemnified by the canners in the districts where the fishermen 


have accepted the principle of sale by weight.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

The following information is from, the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Boston (Mr. F. P. Leay) on the trade of that district in 
1913, which will shortly be issued :— 

Statistics show that the use of the motor car in the United States is 
increasing rapidly, the number of cars registered 
Motor Car Trade. having more than doubled in the last two vears. 
The number of registered cars in 1913 was 
1,127,940, as against 522,959 cars in 1911. 

The importation of motor cars and parts of motor cars into the 
United States tends to decline in value. The total value of motor 
cars and parts thereof imported in 1915 was about £312,500, as 
against nearly £833,300 in 1909. Canada is the largest purchaser 
of United States motor cars, the total number sent to that country 
during the year 1913 being 6,051 cars, with an aggregate value of 
approximately £1,680,900. The average export price of the motor 
cars sent to Kurope during the mg =e consideration was about 
£164, and of those sent to Canada £27 

New York State, with 121,798 cars, continues to lead in the 
number of motor cars registered in each State, 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—erntinued. 


The United Kingdom is the largest European customer of the 
United States for motor cars, the total number sent there during the 
year 1915 being 5,152 cars, with an aggregate value of aswaudennadly 
£815,400. To Australia, New Zealand and contiguous British 
territory 4,504 cars were exported during the period considered, their 
aggregate value being approximately £675,600. South America, 
Germany, France and Italy were also importers of a fairly large 
number of cars from the United States.

This publi- 
cation, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information 
than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume 
abstract tables for the years 1909-1915, and detailed statements of 
imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the 
trade at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supple- 
ment) will contain a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and 
II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
